as secretary of 


commerce. And being such an 
administrator might have been 
enough if prosperity had contin- 
ued W ith the depression he had 
to be more than an adminis- 
trator. He had to be an innova- 
tor. And he wasn't.

"My fight with the White 


Citizens Council is the latest and 
mo?t dramatic, but before that 
it was a two-year battle with 
bootleggers.

me from the pulpit. Now we're 
living in a time in Mississippi 
when even the ministers are 
afraid to speak out." 


Mrs. Smith thinks her sex is

"It's not that women are 


braver than men. but that they 
might not be as vulnerable."

Herbert Hoover 


There are many Americans living today 


»-ho know of the 31st President of the 
United States. Herbert Clark Hoover, only 
through their history lessons For a whole 
new generation has been born and matured 
iince he held the nation's highest office. 


Such Americans probably picture Mr. 


Hoover in one or both of two vastly dif- 
ferent ways, as the president whose name 
«as ascrib»d to the greatest depression the 
nation and the world ever suffered, and 
as the kindly and grandfatherly elder 
statesman who lived in the Waldorf Tow- 
ers in New York and worked quietly but 
vigorously on books and speeches and 
projects which all had the underlying 
theme of great faith in the future of his 
Country 


But each or both of these recent im- 


pressions are a poor measure of the man. 


IT :s a curiosity that the one term he served 
a> president represents the only period in 
his 90 years of vigorous life in which his 
work and efforts were an incomplete suc- 
cess 


From his early youth on he exempli- 


fied the American spirit of hard work, in- 
dividual initiative and high moral charac- 
ter His father, a blacksmith in the small 
lows town of West B~ '!:. died when he 
was six. and his mother four years later. 
He was brought up by Quaker relatives. 
He worked his way through Stanford Uni- 
ver-qty. graduating a mining engineer. 


Two years later he was in charge of 


Australian mining operations of a large 
English concern, and two years after that 
the Chinese government hired him to take 
charge of all mining operations in China. 
By the time he was 40 he had amassed a 
personal fortune of S6 millions. 


Then emerged Herbert Hoover the hu- 


manitarian. He was in London when World 
War I broke out. American tourists by the 
thousands were stranded in Europe, and 
Hoover became head of a volunteer com- 
mission to care for them and get them

The affairs of the Madison Guaranty

But the slogan came back to haunt him 
when the crash came later that year and 
when Franklin D Roosevelt defeated him 
for reelection by blaming the depression 
upon him. 


Hoover could we" have lived out the 


rest of his hfe a bitter man But instead 
he let it be known he would accept any 
call to public service And there were 
many. During World War II he headed 
many war relief agencies. The commission 
he headed to study government efficiency 
came to bear his name and its recommen- 
dations are still held up as a goal to-.vard 
which all government should strive. Right 
up to his final illness he was still working 
14 hours a day seven days a week, keep- 
ing a staff of four secretaries and a re- 
search assistant humping 


The death of Mr. Hoover poses a stark 


rontrast to that of President Kennedy just 
11 months ago. While the latter died in the 
ful! vigor of life and at the peak of his 
fame and popularity. Mr Hoover left the 
presidency a maligned and 
discredited 


man. only to live another 32 years. And 
the perspective of those years reestablished 
his image as one of the greatest of Ameri- 
cans.

Echoes of the Khrushchev Ouster 


The ouster of Nikita Khrushchev as the 


ruling voice in Russian Communist affairs 
poses far more questions at this stage than 
it answers. We know pretty well what the 
change in government in Great Britain 
means as far as that country's national poli- 
cies are concerned. But the new Russian 
rulers did not conduct an election cam- 
paign, draft any platform or make any 
promises Whatever philosophy of commu- 
n:sm they follow is hidden under the clouds 
of propasanda now coming from the Krem- 
lin 


At first it appeared that Khrushchev's 


downfall was a matter of his health. The 
firs? announcements said there would be 
no changes in the policy of peaceful co- 
existence. The Red Chinese issued a blast. 
almost simultaneously with their atomic ex- 
plosion, that the new Russian regime was 
only an echo of the old. 


But now it is clear that Khrushchev's 


"resignation" was not voluntary. He was 
booted out and the conspiracy against him 
must have been planned for some time His 
successors, at least for publicity purposes. 
were both Khrushchev-approved appointees 
in their deputy positions But it is still far 
too soon to tell which of the two is the real 
leader or whether either will survive what 
is clearly an undercover struggle for power 
among less well-known Communist leaders. 
Mikoyan recently named president, has 
survived thus far. But two other close asso- 
ciates of Khrushchev. Gromyko and Mali- 
oovsky. haven't been around. 


After Stalin died the Russian govern- 


ment tried in similar fashion to show unity 
and an orderly transition of power. Khrush- 
chev was hardly mentioned at all. Malenkov 
•nd Bulganin shared the top roles, even as 
Brezhnev and Kosygin do today. But within 
• few months Malenkov was replaced by 


Khrushchev and eventually Bulganin just 
faded out of sight. Khrushchev's later deci- 
sion to de-Stalinize the country and the 
party indicated how- firm was his control 
since this was clearly a move to elevate 
himself. 


In the current de-Khrushcheving proc- 


ess, he is accused of being stubborn, of 
bragging 
and supporting "hairbrained" 


schemes. Of more importance was his fail- 
ure to bring Russian agriculture into real 
competition with the free nations. And of 
course he made personal enemies as does 
any dictator. 


But what is not yet clear is how much 


the split within the Communist world con- 
tributed to Khrushchev's downfall This in- 
volves not onlv the wide one with Red 
China but the growing independence of the 
Eastern European satellite nations and ihe 
demand for representation from Commu- 
nist party leaders in other countries Cer- 
tainly Khrushchev lost face when he hastily 
withdrew the Russian missile? from Cuba, 
but did the new regime object to the re- 
moval or to sending the missiles to Cuba in 
the first place? Will there be an effort to 
impose a hard line against non-Communist 
countries? Will conciliatory moves be made 
toward the Red Chinese? Will the Eastern 
European satellites be pressed back into the 
mold? Will the nuclear test ban treaty be 
kept? 


The answers may be slow in coming. 


Even if the new rulers intend to take a 
tougher line, they must consider the Rus- 
sian people who have been spoon fed the 
coexistence pap for sever?! years. And the 
Communists in Russia, while concerned 
about the drift within their own ranks, are 
also aware of the differences within NATO. 
They would not want to give NATO mem- 
bers reason once more to tighten defenses 
and seek unity.

We of 
Greenville joined Hortonville 
for school purposes in order 
to send our teen-age children 
to their high school. And we. 
of course, reimburse Horton- 
ville for same. 


We were given to believe at 


the time of joining several 
years ago that at least a kin- 
dergarten through 6th grade 
elementary school would be 
retained in 
the 
Greenville 


area. Now we are faced with 
a referendum November 10 
that will either build a mam- 
moth school in Hononviiie or 
no school at all. 


By putting this matter to a 


referendum in the entire area 
served 
bv the 
Hononviiie 


school district, those people 
living north of Hortonville as 
well as immediately east and 
west will, of course, vote in 
favor of Hononviiie 
rather 


than Greenville to the south. 


Several different

tatives of the Wisconsin State 
Board of Education have been 
in the area and made exten- 
sive surveys — all of which 
have resulted in only one de- 
cision: Greenville should have 
at least a primary school lo- 
cated in the immediate area.
